Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keep him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of 
dangers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks 
and fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as 
feline leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes. Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month.

Cranberry Crop 
Rochester Family Keeps Local Harvest Alive

There is something intrinsically beautiful about 
the harvesting of cranberries. An amazing palette of color 
spread over several acres of watery canvas is truly a sight 
to behold. The harvest is a tradition that has been taking 
place in the Town of Rochester and surrounding Plym-

who, along with his sister Karen, used to help pick cran- 
berries at neighbors' farms when the two were children. 
As he grew older, Mr. Souza was troubled by the number 
of local farms that had faded into memory, victims of the 
economic realities of the time we live in where more and 
more family farms are sold off to cooperate entities or lost 
to development. Over the past six years statistics have 
shown that golf course development is outpacing farm- 
ing in the creation of new green space usage in the United 
States. For the past several years, Mr. Souza wondered if 
this same fate would meet the old cranberry farm near the 
intersection of Walnut Plain Road and High Street. The 
bogs were starting to become overgrown, as the prop- 
erty's owner was not able to find enough hands to help

keep up with the amount of work necessary to maintain 
the twenty-plus acres of bogs. 

Instead of lamenting the fate of the farm, David 
Souza and his wife Lori decided to approach the owner 
about bringing to bogs back to life. They started work at 
the end of 2006, repairing what was close to being lost. 
The couple enlisted the help of friends and family in their 
endeavor as they pulled old trucks and harvest equip- 
ment that had fallen into states of disrepair out from the 
sheds and barns where the equipment had been silently 
waiting to become useful once more. The group used a 
lot of time and effort turning wrenches, replacing hoses 
and building parts from scratch to bring the old machines 
back to life. 

At the same time they were making their re- 
pairs the farm's equipment the couple began to reclaim 
the land, promising the former owner that it was their 
intention to preserve the farm as a working entity. In the 
spring of this year the family bought the property and 
moved onto the land planning to not only make the parcel 
vital farm land once again, but to also make the farm their 
home. The bogs were planted this summer and as the 
weather begins to turn cold a harvest is coming to frui- 
tion. Friends and family members have been volunteering 
their time and sweat in helping the Souzas pull the berries 
from the watery fields.

operations of the Senior Center with a fine-toothed comb 
as the National Institute of Senior Centers was evaluating 
whether or not the Rochester facility would be welcomed 
into the fold of accredited Senior Centers. 

The honor has been given to only 300 centers in 
the nation and is the only form of accreditation for senior 
centers in the country. Becoming accredited would give 
the Rochester CO A the opportunity to apply for grants 
and other revenue streams that are available exclusively 
to Centers recognized by this board. Peer reviewer Dennis 
Ganshert spent Wednesday speaking with staff and senior 
visitors to get a feel for what happens there each day and 
by all accounts came away quite impressed by what he 
saw. 

CO A Director Sharon Lally said, ''He really 
seemed to have a great time while he was here. We don't 
have anything formal to announce but we were given a 
set of recommendations, most of which were things we 
planned to do or were doing any way." Ms. Lally said 
that the reviewer noted he would be recommending the 
center for accreditation and that his report will be submit- 
ted to the full review board by the end of October. Once 
the report is in the hands of the board it will only be a 
matter of time before Rochester knows of the decision. 

It was also learned last week that Ms. Lally had 
been recognized as the "Massachusetts Council on Aging 
Director of the Year."

lectmen was called to order in the Marion Town House 
on Tuesday, October 2 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Roger 
Blanchette. Also present were Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, 
Selectman Jonathan Henry, Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson, and Secretary Helene Graver. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
September 18 meeting and then noted receipt of a lawsuit 
settlement concerning the third-party complaint made 
by Verizon which came in and dug up the street and, 
according to Mr. Dawson, in the process dug up some of 
Verizon's lines. ''To make a long story short, the case has 
been settled, at no cost to the town," he said. 

Mr. Dawson next noted a memo from the Old 
Rochester Regional School District requesting that the 
$11,692 of unused Chapter 70 monies designated for 
Marion be used to establish an ORR capital improvement 
line item for FY 2009. 

"It's my opinion that the money should go back 
to the town and become part of the general fund," Chair- 
man Blanchette said. "If the (school district) needs it at a 
later time, they can request it." 

"It just seems to me that there is a budget process 
to fund a capital line item ... and it makes sense to do it 
that way," Mr. Dawson agreed. 

Judge Chris Byron, Commander of the Marion 
VFW Post 2425, sent notification that they will conduct a 
Veterans Day Program on Sunday, November 11 at 11:00 
am in Veterans Memorial Park on Front Street in Marion. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr.

all-alcohol license at the existing establishment. 

While some of the same abutters and neighbors to 
the establishment were on hand to once again make their 
case for why the license should be denied, there were also 
people present to support the application of owner Joseph 
Monger. 

"I would ask (those opposed), and you, whether 
a failed business or another empty, decaying building 
would enhance their neighborhood,'' said resident Helen 
Westergard. "Passing these empty buildings does not 
make me feel safe. As a customer of Sippican Cafe, I have 
the utmost confidence that Mr. Monger will uphold the 
standards of a liquor license and I support his request." 

"We had one other letter of support urging us to 
grant Mr. Monger a liquor license," Chairman Blanchette 
added. 

But residents still felt the license would create 
more parking problems for the neighborhood and would 
eventually draw a more "unsavory" clientele to the estab- 
lishment. 

"I go out every single day to monitor the parking 
because it's a big issue for my establishment," said Mr. 
Monger. 

"I think this boils down to two things," said 
resident Winnie Silvia. "Mr. Monger wants the liquor 
license to enhance his profits. We want the license denied 
to maintain the quality of life in the neighborhood. I don't 
think an empty building is a fair trade-off for losing that

quality of life. I respectfully ask you to deny this license to 
maintain the quality of life in our neighborhood.'' 

Upon closing the hearing, the board offered their

"Fm sensitive to the needs of the neighborhood, 
but it is a commercial neighborhood essentially,'' Select- 
man Henry said.

said/' Selectman Jeffrey said. ''But I think it comes down 
to the owner ... and I think he's proven to be responsible 
and he cares about the town. He may not live here, but 
he's kept his establishment (neat and orderly) and I think 
he'll continue to do so." 

"Assuming that we grant the license for this 
establishment, that license expires every year and in the 
event that there were problems I'm sure that your group 
of people would bring those issues forward at the annual 
review," Chairman Blanchette added. "So the impetus is 
going to be on the owner ... and with the 'bring your own 
bottle' policy he's been using, there's no insurance ... but 
with a liquor license he's going to have to keep a closer 
eye on what's being served." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to grant 
the all-alcohol license for Sippican Cafe as requested. 

At 7:45 pm the board met with Fire Chief Rich- 
ard Guerzoni to discuss the implementation of the Fire 
Department study recommendations made last year. 

"I think the crux of this is, there is a person work- 
ing right now on a fairly consistent basis with the Fire 
Department, and the funding for that position is coming 
from several difference sources within the budget," Mr. 
Dawson said. "What this would do is set up funding for 
the position under a single line item." 

"Two weeks ago, I asked you about the person 
working (in the Fire Department now) ... in the last fiscal 
year ending June, we paid him $26,410 in 12 months from

nowhere/' Chairman Blanchette said. 'This, to me, is an 
unauthorized expenditure. I just think it's a flagrant, in- 
your-face type of thing. Most of the time he worked, on 
average, 30 or more hours a week." 

"Basically these shifts have expanded based on 
need ... what we're asking for is to formalize funding for 
that single, full-time position," Chief Guerzoni said. 

"First of all, I'd like to bring this before the Per- 
sonnel Board," Selectman Henry suggested. "I agree with 
the Chairman to the extent that I think the townspeople 
expect a ruling on hiring full-time personnel. To take it 
out of your budget without consulting the townspeople 
doesn't sit well with some of them. What I propose to you 
is to take your time and document it for the fall Special 
Town Meeting. You've essentially taken a full-time posi- 
tion out of your budget ... the appearance is we've hired a 
full-time person without authorization. We want to guard 
against that." 

Selectman Henry also stressed the need to ad- 
dress the recommendation that the Fire Department and 
Emergency Medical Services (EMS) department be con- 
solidated. 

"While I know that's not popular, let me cite the 
example of Lakeville where the Fire Department staffs 
the ambulance and bills calls and the revenue pays for the 
full-time staff people," he said. "Looking at the big picture 
here, you don't have to have very many non-starts with 
the ambulance to create a problem. When you call 911 you

significant reduction compared to the current market rate. 
Fm proposing to extend the existing contract ... and the 
proposed fixed rate would be 9.0 cents per kilowatt hour 
through May 31, 2010. If we wait until the contract expires 
in 2008, we're going to have a significant increase in the 
rate. Right now we can take advantage of the blended rate 
over a three-year period, so there would not be a signifi- 
cant increase over the next three years.'' 

Mr. LaCamera noted if they approve the contract 
now, they'd be locked into an annual cost of $48,731 over 
the next three years. If they wait until the contract ex- 
pires, they would be paying $53,648 in the first year, and 
$54,549 in the second and third years. 

"What this does is it guarantees the rate for three 
years and I think we all agree that energy costs certainly 
are not going to go down," Mr. LaCamera said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
authorize Mr. LaCamera' s signing the new contract with 
Constellation Energy as proposed. 

Mr. LaCamera next noted that the receipts for the 
Fiscal Year 2008 budget came in as expected and the as- 
sessments for real estate are pretty much complete. "The 
bad news is, of course, there's no extra money to spend 
going into the Special Town Meeting, so there are no 
money articles on this warrant," Mr. LaCamera said. 

Mr. LaCamera also advised the town received 
their bill for the Plymouth County Pension Costs for 
Fiscal Year 2009 and the rate has increased by 10 percent

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Movie Review 



Fab Film

Across the Universe. Starring Evan Rachel Wood and Jim Stur- 
gess. Directed by Julie Taymor. Running time: 131 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

As I get older I have less time and patience for the same old Holly- 
wood stuff and more hunger for experimentation and strangeness. Isn't 
it supposed to be the other way around? Anyway Julie Taymor 's Across 
the Universe is like a cold tall glass of pink lemonade in the midst of a 
serious drought of movie originality I drank it down and immediately 
wanted seconds. The movie will be torture for some but an orgy for 
the like-minded, and if you would rather do anything else than watch 
a fanciful dramatization of thirty-odd Beatles songs, feel free to do so. 
This lavish labor of love constantly walks a slender thread between 
masterpiece and folly, but when all is said and done, it confirms, for 
me, Taymor's status as a master, after her dazzling Titus and Frida. 

Joe Cocker appears as three different raffish characters, Salma 
Hayek plays five nurses at once. Bono (looking amusingly like Robin 
Williams) drops in to tune in and drop out for a spacey version of "I Am 
the Walrus.'' Across the Universe feels like a '60s party where anything 
can happen, though it avoids the cameo-in-every-scene foolishness of 
1978's Sgt. Pepper's Lonely Hearts Club Band film. Everything that didn't 
work in that notorious turkey works gorgeously here, starting with 
the simple boy-meets-girl story enacted by Liverpudlian welder Jude 
(Jim Sturgess) and rich girl turned anti-war activist Lucy (Evan Rachel 
Wood). Jude comes to America in search of his father, finds him, and 
proceeds to forget him, concentrating on partying with new friend Max 
(Joe Anderson) and falling in love with Max's sister Lucy. 

Julie Taymor isn't afraid of grand passions. She has a winsome young 
lesbian, named Prudence (T. V. Carpio), crooning a lonely "I Wanna Hold 
Your Hand" while staring at a cheerleader from afar. She puts Jimi and 
Janis together, as personified by hard-driving singer Sadie (Dana Fuchs, 
whose hair-raising Joplin yowls steal the movie) and guitar-crunching 
Jo Jo (Martin Luther McCoy). On some level the movie is the late '60s 
in a Cuisinart, right down to Max getting shipped off to Vietnam (after 
submitting to a surreal and homoerotic Army induction in which he and 
his fellow soldiers are divided into body parts). But Taymor believes in 
love and art, which in the movie's universe transcend all. 




This is an alternate world where nobody's heard of the Beatles, yet 
the characters express their deepest emotions through Beatles music when 
simple words just won't do. The movie begins in pre-Beatles Invasion 
America, with the Fab Four's early bubblegum tunes, and proceeds 
according to the band's journey, ending up with a rooftop concert that 
recalls the Beatles' final public performance atop Apple Records. The 
movie, like the music, is fairly apolitical despite its anti-war stance; its 
sympathy is with Jim, an artist who sees the increasingly radicalized 
Lucy growing away from him. The cast — especially Jim Sturgess, a 
cross between Ewan MacGregor and Jake Gyllenhaal, with a voice that 
evokes Paul McCartney — performs with warmth and dedication, do- 
ing justice to the music and its emotional source. It isn't a pop-cultural 
clutterfest like Moulin Rouge; by sticking to the Beatles it allows itself a 
unity of theme and tone while also dabbling in the eclectic sights and 
sounds of the era. 

Your response to Across the Universe depends largely on your re- 
sponse to the Beatles. If you find them twee and precious, the fathers of 
a thousand sensitive emo bands, you should do your blood pressure a 
favor and avoid the film. But if you feel that the Beatles were the perfect 
sound at the right time, either pulling the world into psychedelia or 
accompanying it there on a parallel path, you'll receive the movie as a 
joyful celebration of a time when it seemed all you did need was love. 
Both chaotically colorful and meticulously composed, much like the 
Beatles from Rubber Soul onward. Across the Universe is an elegy for a 
time past and a timeless ode to the pleasures and pains of youth. The 
relevant comparison here is not to Sgt. Pepper the movie, but to Sgt. 
Pepper the album.

Just after 4:00 pm on August 22, the plane crashed 
at Ruckel Airstrip near Niceville, just east of Pensacola. 
Jeffrey and Stephan Harris were transported by ambu- 
lance to Fort Walton Medical Center, where they were re- 
leased with minor injuries.
